To the Selectmen of Bristol : 


GENTLEMEN :—The committee appointed by you as Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction for the present year begs leave to 
make the following report : 


The uniform good order seen in every school in town, the 
manifest desire disclosed by the pupils to do their very best, 
the faithful conscientious Jabors of their instructors, the ad- 
vancement made in various studies pursued and the interest pa- 
rents have taken and their evident desire to assist, show that 
the Prudential Committees elected by the various districts have 
been unusually successful in procuring teachers eminently fitted 
for their positions, and that both parents and pupils have not 
been negligent in their duties. 

There are districts where the parents are continually quarrel- 
ing with each other—divided it may be on personal affairs, 
which they carry into school matters, each striving to undo or 
destroy that which the other may desire to see performed even 
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with the most laudable intentions; each party obstinate and 
unreasonable to the last degree; one bent on ruling, the other 
ruining the school; the one talking at home with or in the pres- 
ence of their children about the unfairness and incompetency 
of teachers and the depravity and shortcomings of their neighbors 
in general, the other standing forth in sullen silence or with a 
sarcastic smile muttering ‘‘help yourself if you can.” In a dis- 
trict thus afflicted it is scarcely possible to have a good school. 
Such bickerings are not confined to one neighborhood and no 
schooi can be very profitable under such conditions. 

Do not be to hasty in condemning or censuring a teacher 
after hearing a rose-colored version of his misdeeds and non- 
qualifications from a pupil who, perhaps, has been corrected for 
bad conduct during the day. Above all do not take your chil- 
dren from school because the teacher requires them to apologize 
or be punished for misconduct. Do not set as judge and jury 
on a teacher’s rights and non-rights to compel your child to do 
this or that because he accidentally scraped his heavy boots 
over the school-room floor. You perhaps little suspect he had 
done the same thing twenty times before that very day and 
meant to do it again. 

Look after the sanitary condition of your school-rooms. 
See that they are properly ventilated, that a uniform tempera- 
ture is maintained, that extraneous maiter is not allowed to col- 
lect in or about the water closets. If necessary have a man 
and woman to look after them at proper times. Have an eye 
on the school property and report any accumulation of noxious 
substances, that come under your notice, to the proper authori- 
ties. The school officers cannot see every thing or know all 
that is taking place in or about the school buildings. It makes 
little difference what kind of a structure is made use of for 
school purpose provided the scholars have good air, proper seats 
and desks and an earnest, faithful instructor. 

There are to many men who manifest no desire to co-operate 
with the teacher or officers; who, when they have paid thier 
school tax and sent their children to school, feel that they have 
fulfilled their whole duty and know nothing more about it only

so far as their scholars praise or find fault with the teacher. 

Your committee recommends that teachers, so far as practi- 
cable, should be employed who reside in town. They have a 
reputation to make or sustain among their neighbors and friends. 
They generally feel the responsibility and are anxious to fulfil 
the duties of their positions with credit to themselves. Further 
we would take this opportunity to urge upon the teachers of 
this town the importance and advantages of visits to the State 
Normal School and attendance on every session of a teach- 
ers’ institute held withiu accessible distance. 

The Committee this year would advise District No. 1 to 
unite with the adjoining district in Hill. A town’s limit is a) 
settled fact which for educational purposes ought not to exist. 
Whenever such a limit divides a neighborhood, reduces the 
lenght of school one-half, places in the hands of pupils different 
text books, compels the districts to kecp in repair two school 
houses and the Prudential Committee to hire separate teachers» 
we believe the best interests of education are not attained. 

We believe a law should be enacted regulating the change of 
text books throughout the State, requiring each and every dis- 
trict to use the same classified works, thereby diminishing the 
number of classes and increasing the usefulness of the schools. 

The school registers as a whole have been accurately filled 
out. One teacher delights us by saying he has had 110 weeks’ 
school during the year; another forgets to sign her name in 
nearly ali the spaces designated for it to appear; a third quietly 
informs us ‘‘the teacher of the first term did not fill out blanks 
and I cannot doit for her.” It evidently was not ber duty to fill 
them tor herself. Again we find written across a page ‘‘conduct 
was signified on deportment cards.” We desire to see it signi- 
fied in the school register. The summary of non-membership 
and other absences in seven out of the twelve registers we are 
pained to see have been entirely overlooked. 

We take this occasion to ac’nowledge our indebtedness to 
the selectmen for their undeviating support in maintaining 
wholesome regulations in the schools ; to the various prudential 
committees who have cooperated to secure and sustain good 
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- teachers in their districts ; to those teachers who have given a 
cheerful assent to the plans for the good government and in- 
struction of the schools, and to every pupil in the schools who 
has, by good conduct and example, assisted in promoting tie 
interests of education in town.

Report oF Boarp oF EpucaTion For Unron Districr No. 2.

Sympathizing to the fullest extent with the citizens of this 
and all school districts in the matter of frequent changes of 
books, we have disturbed the list as little as we could consist- 
ently. We have dropped out Monteith in Geography for Harp- 
ers’ concise works and have simplified the work in Grammar 
by the introduction of Swinton’s Language Lessons for begin- 
ners. Deeming these all the changes the people ought to be re- 
quired to make in one year we have tolerated Robinson’s Arith-: 
metic ; but think a change should be made as soon as practical. 

Why does not Bristol] High School graduate a class annually ? 
Not for want of material, for schools of higher grade are glad 
to secure this very sume material ; not for want of efficient in- 
structors, for we boast a corps of teachers which any School 
Board would break with much risk ; nor is it because our people 
prefer to educate their children abroad, for we are confident 
that such is not the case. In our judgment it is solely for 
want of system. ‘The necessity of promoting a large number 
annually from the first three grades to make room for new-com- 
ers is the parent of a reaction which is crippling in its effect 
upon the three upper departments, but especially so upon the 
High School. To oblige the teacher of the High School to spend 
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one-third of her time with classes which every where in graded 
schools belong in the Grammar department is requiring labor 
ot great disadvantage. Isa longer hour for recitation needed 
for the more advanced classes, it cannot be had. Do these 
classes need to be led on faster in the course, the need can- 
not be met, for there is no time to multiply work. Is there an 
ambition with the teacher to polish these classes, the desire 
must be silenced, or gratified out of school hours. From this 
state of things there is but one remedy: viz., a fifth de- 
partment, a second Grammar School. Every graded school 
building should be so ample that room should never be a part 
of the vital question of promotion. And, as the Primary De- 
partment is crowded ‘during the Summer and Fall terms, it is 
necessary that the smaller scholars should be accommodated in 
some suitable and convenient room elsewhere during some 24 
weeks of the year. This would give opportunity for the others 
to remain in their respective departments until qualified to be 
advanced. Great advantage accrues froin such an arrange- 
ment in the freedom with which the youngest pupils can be man- 
aged without disturbance to those who do not need the freedom 
which is the secret of success in a Primary School. | 

We close the work of the year with consciences approving in 
that we have done the best we could. While we cast no reflec- 
tions in any direction, we believe the brain of District No. 2 
equal to better things than it is now doing for its children and 
youth and without much additional expense.
